WILMINGTON — Belov- 
ed music teacher Lorraine 
M. Kalil passed away last 
month, Saturday, Oct. 10, 
in the Nevins Nursing 
Home. She left behind a 
legacy of melodies and 
inspiration to those she 
taught, and the friends and 
family whose lives she 
impacted. 

She lived a long life be- 
ginning in Lawrence, on 
Sept. 9, 1933, and lived for 
87 years. 

She was a lifetime resi- 
dent of Methuen. She gra- 
duated from Searles High 
School, Lowell State Col- 
lege and New England 


Conservatory of Music. 
According to her obitu- 
ary, Kalil was the daugh- 
ter of Michael and Susan 
Kalil. She is also remem- 
bered by “her three God- 
children: William Kamal, 
Deanna Kamal, and Jessi- 
ca Savory, seven first 
cousins: John and Chris- 
tine Hassan, Stephen Ka- 
mal who predeceased her 
and his two brothers Dan- 
iel and William, Theodore 
Haykal and Marilyn (Hay- 
kal) Savory, two nephews 
Michael and Ronald Kalil 
and many younger cousins.” 
In her career, Kalil “taught 
music in Wilmington, from 
1955 to her retirement as

WILMINGTON — Passing 
by the Wilmington Memo- 
rial Library before election 
day on Nov. 3, it was impos- 
sible to miss the giant 
signs that started with 
“freedom for” or “freedom 
from” placed on the lawn. 
These were part of an ini- 
tiative led by Assistant 
Teen Services Librarian 
Brittany Tuttle aimed at 
engaging teens in civic dis- 
course even though they 
couldn’t vote in the presi- 
dential election. 

The For Freedoms pro- 
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gram at the library was 
created in collaboration 
between Waltham Public 
Library and the artist-led 
organization of the same 
name. Tuttle learned about 
it when she heard Waltham 
Librarian Luke Kirkland 
and some Waltham teens 
talk about their “For Free- 
doms” program at last year’s 
School Library Journal’s 
Leadership Basecamp Con- 
ference. 

This initiative invited Wil- 
mington teens, and teens 
from several other partici- 
pating towns, to finish these 
prompts about their politi- 
cal interests in light of the 
election: freedom for, free- 
dom from, freedom to, and 
freedom of. 

Tuttle explained that the 
prompts were based on 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
“four freedoms”: freedom 
of speech, freedom of wor- 
ship, freedom from want, 
and freedom from fear.

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A new invader, the Spotted Lantern Fly

There is an invasive in- 
sect in our midst which 
all residents need to be 
on the lookout for. As if 


the pandemic were not 
enough, the Spotted Lan- 
tern Fly (SLF) is a threat 
to our trees and shrubs 
and is of great ecological 
concern. 

Agricultural officials 
need your help to take 


photos of this pest if you 
should see it. There is a 
reporting site to add in- 
formation about where 
and when the insect is 
seen, including sharing 
photographs. 

The insect has already 
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been seen in Billerica, 
and dead specimen re- 
ported in Norwood and 
Milford, and it is only a 
matter of time before it 
gets here. We need to 
help eradicate it. 
According to Massa- 
chusetts officials, Spotted 
Lanternfly (Lycorma de- 
licatula, “SLF”) is an in- 
vasive sap-feeding insect 
from Asia that was first 
discovered.in the United 
States in,2014, in the state 
of Pennsylvania. While 
the main host plant of 
this pest is tree-of-heav- 
en (Ailanthus altissima), 
spotted lanternfly attacks 
a variety of trees, shrubs, 
and vines, and has the 
potential to impact a 
broad range of agricul- 
tural commodities, in- 
cluding apples, peaches,

THE NUMBERS 


Taxpayers may be able to claim the child tax credit if 
they have a qualifying child under the age of 17. Part 
of this credit can be refundable, so it may give a 
taxpayer a refund even if they don’t owe any tax. 

The taxpayer’s qualifying child must have a Social 
Security number issued by the Social Security 
Administration before the due date of their tax return, 


including extensions. 


A dependent who doesn’t have the required SSN may 
be eligible to be claimed for the credit for other

Here are some numbers to know before claiming the 
child tax credit or the credit for other dependents. 
$2,000: The maximum amount of the child tax credit 


per qualifying child. 


$1,400: The maximum amount of the child tax credit 
per qualifying child that can be refunded even if the 


taxpayer owes no tax. 


$500: The maximum amount of the credit for other 
dependents for each qualifying dependent who isn’t 
eligible to be claimed for the child tax credit. This can 
include dependents over the age of 16 and dependents 
who don’t have the required SSN. 

$400,000: The amount of adjusted gross income for 
taxpayers who are married taxpayers filing a joint 
return before the credit is reduced. 

$200,000: The amount of adjusted gross income for all 
other taxpayers before the credit is reduced.

While she would’ve liked - 


to have participants write 
their own signs, a Google 
form was used for teens to 
insert their political opin- 
ions for the sake of public 
safety. Tuttle filled in 
the signs according to the 
prompt and answers sub- 
mitted. Submissions opened 
in the middle of October. 

She saw this as an oppor- 
tunity for Wilmington teens 
to have.a voice in the elec- 
tion while they’re ineligible 
to vote. 

“IT also wanted to use it as 
a springboard to get them 
registered to vote,” she said. 

The library held voter reg- 
istration and preregistra- 
tion events along with a ban- 
ner put up on their website 
promoting voting resources 
and information in accor- 
dance with their yearly ac- 
tion plan. 

Tuttle took several avenues 
to encourage high school 
aged teens to participate. 
Besides making a video 
about the initiative, she help- 
ed to create a voting infor- 
mation bookmark and uti- 
lized the library’s social me- 
dia accounts to share the 
Google form link. 

“I reached out to high 
school teachers who I knew 


would promote it in their 
classrooms,” she shared. 

She also spread the word 
in person with students and 
with the Board of Select- 
men and emailed all 75 of 
the library’s teen volunteers. 

With 34 total sign submis- 
sions, she considered “For 
Freedoms” a huge success. 

“The community seems 
to find it valuable,” Tuttle 
continued. “Teens appreci- 
ated being asked and hav- 
ing a voice.” 

Some examples of signs 
that she filled in called for 
freedom from racism and 
terrorism, freedom to. be 
their true selves and learn 
from their mistakes, and 
freedom of expression and 
peaceful protest. All of the 
signs were posted on the 
Wilmington Library’s Twit- 
ter page, although not all of 
the submissions were made 
into signs in time for elec- 
tion day. 

Should the Wilmington Li- 
brary take part again next 
year, she said she would 
extend the program to 
allow middle school stu- 
dents to participate. Libra- 
ries in Arlington, Brookline, 
Burlington, Peabody, Ran- 
dolph, Springfield, Waltham, 
and Wayland also had For 
Freedoms signs up on their 
lawns before election day.

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Classic moments in the Town Crier’s 65-year history

The Town Crier quietly 
marks its 65th anniver- 
sary this week with a ran- 
dom collection of memo- 
rable moments in the his- 
tory of the paper. 

For the first 32 years, 
now half of its life, the 
Town Crier called the North 
- Wilmington railroad depot 
home. Capt. Larz Neilson 
rented the depot from the 
Boston & Maine Railroad 
in 1955, then purchased it 
five years later. It was a 
drafty building with high 
ceilings heated by a pot- 
bellied coal stove. Eventu- 
ally a furnace was instal- 
led, with an overhead forced- 
air system. 

Larz was a cigar smoker 
for many years and was 
careless with matches. He 
would light up, wave the 
match up once, and then 
down, into the waste pa- 
per box. Anyone telling him 
he should not do that would 
be shouted down. Late one 
night in the early 60s, work- 
ing alone, he set the box 
afire. He carried the flam- 
ing box outside, saving the 
building but badly burn- 
ing his hands. 

Years later, in 1988, the 
furnace set the building 
afire. The worst damage 
was in a hair-dressing shop 
at the rear of the building, 
sparing much of the Town 
Crier office except for 
smoke and water damage.

But the fire went through 
the roof and affected the 
wiring in the building. It 
was later torn down. 

Employees and friends 
all pitched in and the office 
was quickly moved. The 
next issue of the paper had 
a great story to tell, and it 
came out on schedule. 

Another memorable epi- 
sode from the 80s was a 
$750,000 lawsuit. In 1985, 
the Town Crier reported 
that two brothers had been 
arrested on marijuana 
charges. The first names 
were confusing, as four 
males in the family all had 
the same initial. Police at 
first named the wrong 
brother, a respected em- 
ployee of NASA, working 
in a southern state. That 
error was caught before 
the story was finished. 

A picture caption, though, 
had used the first name a 
second time, and that error 
was not caught. That man 
sued, making five allega- 
tions, libel, invasion of pri- 
vacy, and three other char- 
ges. He sought $50,000 on 
each count, multiplying that 
by three, suing the newspa- 
per, the publishing compa- 
ny and the editor. 

Then the Challenger dis- 
aster intervened. When 
the space shuttle exploded 
in January 1986, the plain- 
tiff was unable to leave 
Huntsville, Alabama. When 
the Town Crier attorney, Joe 
Courtney, learned this, he

sent a summons for a dep- 
osition, a standard proce- 
dure in any lawsuit. The 
lawsuit was dropped, as the 
man could not travel with- 
out resigning from his job. 
In the late 1970s, a long- 
time oil dealer in Wilming- 
ton sold his business to an 
Arlington firm. The Ar- 
lington owner sent his son 
to manage the Wilmington 
business, and Junior pro- 
ceeded to show that he 
had no idea what he was 
doing. Before long, the 
local driver quit and start- 
ed his own business. The 
customers knew him well 
and changed their accounts. 
Junior then decided to 
enter politics, attaching 
himself to the campaign of 
a local pol as the self-ap- 
pointed department of dir- 
ty tricks. A brick was 
thrown through the wind- 
shield of a car parked in 
the Square with bumper 
stickers for Jim Miceli. 
Junior paid a visit to the 
Town Crier office one even- 
ing, walking into the back 
room while the paper was 
in production. The next 
day, after it was printed, 
there were some key en- 
dorsements missing from 
an ad for Jim Miceli. In- 
vestigation showed that 
there was adhesive where 
the type had been pasted. 
The material not to be 
found anywhere. 
Some time later, Junior 
admitted that he had tam-

pered with the ad. He then 
attempted to buy a beer 
for the editor at a local 
club. No thanks, Junior. 

His next trick was to run 
for a seat on the Wilming- 
ton Redevelopment Autho- 
rity. He won but never 
showed up for any meetings. 

A couple of years later, 
the governor appointed 
him to the Arlington Hous- 
ing Authority. But after 
Junior was caught trying 
to break into a club to 
steal some beer, the gover- 
nor denied knowing him. 
About the same time, the 
editor of the Arlington 
paper had a brick thrown 
though his windshield. 
Yes, there were political 
stickers on the car. 

Where there are newspa- 
pers, there are typos. The 
grandaddy of all Town 
Crier typos could be called 
“The Case of the Missing 
B.” After a late-night ses- 
sion shooting pool at the 
Free Spirits motorcycle 
clubhouse on Wildwood 
Street, two women char- 
ged that two members of 
the club had beaten them 
and raped one of them. 
One simple typo, a miss- 
ing letter, made the story 
quite outrageous. 

Police Chief Paul Lynch 
called to say, “I’ll bet there 
are some red faces in your 
office this morning!” 

Somehow, this error ne- 
ver showed up in any col- 
lection of classic typos.

Middlesex Sheriff's 
Office vigilant 
against COVID-19 


The Middlesex Sheriff’s 
Office (MSO) announced it 
_ is entering a seventh con- 
secutive week without an 
individual testing positive 
for COVID-19 while incar- 
cerated inside the Middle- 
sex Jail & House of Cor- 
rection. 

During those weeks, 43 
COVID-19 tests were ad- 
ministered. Of the 43 tests, 
eight were for symptoma- 
tie individuals, while 35 
were for precautionary 
reasons including outside 
housing placements. All 43 
returned negative. 

“Since February, we have 
worked aggressively to 
prepare for and respond to 
COVID-19, implementing a 
comprehensive, medically- 
driven strategy of educa- 
tion, prevention and -inter- 
vention,” said Middlesex 
Sheriff Peter J. Koutou- 
jian. “With cases continu- 
ing to increase outside our 
walls in communities ac- 
ross the Commonwealth, 
we recognize we are not a 
fortress on a hill and must 
remain vigilant. With new 
individuals entering our 
custody each day from the 
community we know it’s 


not a matter of if we see 
new cases, but when. As 
we have from the outset, 
we will continue to follow 
the direction of medical 
professionals including in- 
fectious disease physician 
Dr. Alysse Wurcel and the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health.” 

Among the steps the MSO 
has implemented to ad- 
dress COVID-19 are: 

e Enhancing medical 
screening for newly com- 
mitted individuals enter- 
ing the facility. 

¢ Staff must wear masks 
while inside the Middlesex 
Jail & House of Correc- 
tion. 

e Incarcerated individu- 
als must wear masks while 
in common areas, 

¢ Individuals are being 
encouraged to follow CDC 
recommended steps for 
preventing the spread of 
the virus. This includes 
frequently washing hands 
with soap and water for at 
least 20 seconds.

Days and nights in Town 
Crier land the sirens 
sound as our fire and 
police departments are 
called around the clock 
to the regular calls, acci- 
dents and fire calls but 
these days seem to be dif- 
ferent. Many calls result 
in the needs of our popu- 
lation to handle the emo- 
tional concerns of our 
people caused by anxiety 
and other issues flowing 
from the surging pan- 
demic. 

These calls are not 
highlighted in any formal 
manner or receive the 
credit they deserve but 
the police or fire officials 
know the need. 

School counseling staff 
across the school districts 
are also to be praised for 
working in a year totally 
unlike any past year in 
their career with students 
going through so many 
new teaching and learn- 
ing strategies, as well as 
so much time online with- 
out the normal flow of the 
school day.

Hospital patients in that 
community. The Woburn 
testing program was an- 
nounced on Friday for a 
Saturday testing date as 
many local Woburn resi- 
dents traveled to the 
area of the Showcase Ci- 
nema‘in Middlesex Canal 
Park to receive their test. 

At the Winchester Hos- 
pital Cancer Center’ on 
Washington Street in Win- 
chester, individuals who 
had made an appoint- 
ment with their Winches- 
ter Hospital physician 
lined up for an organized 
test for the systematic 
testing process. 

With all of this happen- 
ing near the Town Crier 
land (plus _ potentially 
other communities) one 
has the feeling that re- 
sponses are happening in 
these pre-Thanksgiving 
days with the importance 
of testing, as well as oth- 
er essential safety meas- 
ures. 

As one Federal NIH 
health official comment- 
ed when asked about 
Thanksgiving, “just re- 
member, this is just one 
day so be safe and avoid 
family groups for this 
year only. Is that too 
much to ask?” 

Long time traditions 
are hard to break but this 
year may see some well 
intentioned breaks in 
custom looking forward 
to next year.

$1.15M federal grant to address opioids 


MEDFORD — The Mid- 
dlesex Sheriff's Office has 
been awarded a $1.15 mil- 
lion federal grant to help 
support justice-involved in- 
dividuals with Opioid Use 
Disorder (OUD) and their 
families, Middlesex Sheriff 
Peter J. Koutoujian announ- 
ced during a virtual press 
conference on Tuesday, Nov. 
17, 2020. 

The Comprehensive Opi- 
oid, Stimulant, and Sub- 
stance Abuse Site-based Pro- 
gram (COSSAP) grant was 
awarded to the Middlesex 
Sheriff’s Office (MSO) by the 
U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice’s Bureau of Justice As- 
sistance (BJA). The fund- 
ing will be used to launch 
the Involving Families in 
Treatment of Inmates with 
Opioid Use Disorder Project. 

“This grant will help us en- 
hance and expand our na- 
tionally recognized Medica- 
tion Assisted Treatment And 


Directed Opioid Recovery 
(MATADOR) Program by 
supporting efforts to directly 
engage families of incarcer- 
ated individuals with Opioid 
Use Disorder,” said Sheriff 
Koutoujian. “Families are cri- 
tical supports for individuals 
with Opioid Use and all 
Substance Use Disorders. 
By providing loved ones with 
crucial information, tools 
and even counseling, we 
believe we can improve out- 
comes for individuals, fami- 
lies and our communities.” 
In addition to building off 
the existing MATADOR pro- 
gram, the project will also 
build on the MSO’s Family 
Resource and Outreach Co- 
ordinator initiative. The Fa-

WILMINGTON — In a 
piece written for the74 
million.org, a non-profit, 
non-partisan news site 
covering education in 
America, Wilmington 
High School student Lil- 
lian Perriello, 16, wrote 
an op-ed entitled “Dear 
Adult Leaders: We Must 
Understand Our Coun- 
try’s Truthful Past to 
Shape Our Present & Fu- 
ture. Adopt Honest Stan- 
dards.” 

Her article is part of 
the site’s “Dear Adult 
Leaders: #ListenTo Youth,” 
a four-week series pro- 
duced in collaboration 
with American’s Prom- 
ise Alliance to elevate 
student voices in the na-

tional conversation as 
schools and districts nav- 
igate how to educate the 
country’s youth in a glob- 
al pandemic. 

Perriello argues that 
due to rapidly shifting 
and diversifying demo- 
graphics, current cur- 
riculum “does not reflect 
these changes.” 

She pushes for schools 
to become more inclusive 
and representative in 
how they teach the histo- 
ry of this country. 

Perriello asks schools 
to adopt a standard that 
highlights the “contribu- 
tions and experiences of 
people of color.” 

She points out how easy 
it is to sweep the more 
“brutal or even disgust- 
ing” part of the nation’s 
history under the rug. She 
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, Joyce Dalton and Verlie Quinan. 


uses the example of Am- 
erican growth through 
Native American sacri- 
fice to highlight just one 
instance of a dark period 
very rarely taught. 

She also mentions slav- 
ery and how the southern 
economy relied heavily 
on the free labor provid- 
ed by Black slaves link- 
ing it to the treatment of 
Black men and women 
today. 

Perriello even notes 
how all minority groups, 
from Irish and Italian to 
German and Muslim, 
were at one time ostra- 
cized by society and had 
to prove their worth. 

“Confronting these parts 
of our history ean be diffi- 
cult and uncomfortable 
for students and teachers 
alike,” she acknowledges. 


But, the 16-year old 
presses for unity: “Am- 
ericans cannot look at 
any other American and 
not see the common 
blood, sweat and tears 
our ancestors endured to 
create the identities we 
share and the country we 
live in.” 

She argues that part of 
what defines a nation is 
how it “reckons with and 
teaches its past.”

Wilmington unveils stone honoring fallen heroes

ber our veterans: those 
who currently serve, those 
who are recovering, and 
those who paid the ulti- 
mate sacrifice and didn’t 
get to wear the title of vet- 
eran,” he said to those in 
attendance. 

He referenced a few ways 
that Wilmington has hon- 
ored its veterans this year, 
like in Boy Scouts raking 
the lawns of veterans and 
their families and the 
street named in honor of 
Sergeant George Veloza. 

When State Representa- 
tive David Robertson 
spoke, he mentioned Wil- 
mington’s history in serv- 
ice of the army and the 
navy. 

“The proper words to con- 
vey how deep our thanks 
go escape me,” he said. 

He called Mike and Lou 
Cimaglia “two exceptional 
veterans... [who make it 
their] continuing mission 
to welcome and help vet- 
erans.” 

He also addressed Wil- 


. Mington’s gold star fami- 


lies present and thanked 
them for their sacrifice. 
Cimaglia then said that 


veterans and their families 
in Wilmington are lucky to 
have leaders that show 
that they care for them in 
their actions before ac- 
knowledging the Board of 
Selectmen and welcoming 
Chairman Jonathan Eaton 
to the microphone. 

Eaton established how 
Veterans Day is in memo- 
ry of Armistice Day 1919 
which commemorated the 
end of World War I the 
year before. 

“Veterans Day pays trib- 
ute to men and women 
who have served our coun- 
try, both living and de- 
ceased, in times of war 
and times of peace,” he 
said. “We owe a debt of 
gratitude and thanks to 
veterans each and every 
day.” 

He also mentioned that 
the United States loses 22 
veterans per day from sui- 
cide and how veterans 
make it possible for this 
country to work toward 
justice. 

State Senator Bruce Tarr 
shared that he was grate- 
ful to the Veterans Servi- 
ces Department for their 
commitment. 

“One thing that should 


never be disrupted for any 
reason, any cause, any 
time, is support for men 
and women who have 
served our country,” he 
said. “No matter how we 
may disagree, we have a 
commonality of purpose: 
to hold high the values of 
this great nation that they 
have fought for, died for, 
and made _ incalculable 
sacrifices for.” 

He suggested that folks 
continue to honor the lega- 
cy of our veterans and 
work toward the example 
of unity that they’ve dis- 
played. 

Next, Hull took his turn 
to speak on behalf of Wil- 
mington’s veterans. 

“Today in particular, to- 
morrow as well, tell the 
veterans we meet, ‘We sa- 
lute you and honor you. 
We rise to your occasion.” 

He brought attention to 
the way that veterans have 
made sacrifices overseas 
and then returned home to 
pick up where they left off 
while dealing with the 
weight of loss and broken- 
ness they had _ experi- 
enced. 

Cimaglia introduced the 
fallen heroes memorial 
being unveiled that day 
from the Eagle Scout proj- 
ect of Liam Prigmore. 

“T couldn’t be prouder of 
him,” he said. 

He then invited Francis- 
co Urena, the former Law- 
rence Veterans Director 
and Iraq war veteran, to 
speak. In addition to hon- 
oring the sacrifice of vet- 
erans and gold star fami- 
lies, Urena called Prig- 
more’s project a tremen- 
dous achievement. 

Wilmington resident and 


Austin Prep senior Liam 
Prigmore. thanked every- 
one who contributed to his 
project and helped him 
become an Eagle Scout. 

“J didn’t carry this stone 
over here myself,” he 
joked. “These monuments 
will stand here forever as a 
reminder that Wilmington 
supports armed forces. For 
that reason I’m proud to 
call Wilmington my home.” 

Prigmore’s Scout Mas- 
ter, Bill Clint, also got on 
the microphone to thank 
everyone for their support 
of the project. 

The veterans director 
presented Prigmore with 
two eagle book ends to 
show his appreciation for 
his work. 

“For the soldiers who 
have stood guard in peace- 
time, seen combat, paid 
the ultimate sacrifice, or 
are wounded, we must 
always remember and 
thank these men and wo- 
men and their families,” 
he continued. 

The monument naming 
all of Wilmington’s fallen 
heroes from World War II 
to Iraq was unveiled. 

Cimaglia thanked various 
town department heads, 
chiefs, and officials for 
participating and honoring 
veterans. He also read a 
letter written by a gold star 
family member who wrote, 
“We must remember the 
past and smile, but also 
look forward to the future 
and hope.” 

He finished by thanking 
everyone in attendance 
and acknowledging the 
new memorial before the 
marching band played to 
end the ceremony.

the Director of Perform- 
ing and Fine Arts in 
1994.” 

Additionally, she “work- 
ed as music liaison from 
2002 to 2005 
when she 
retired from 
that  posi- 
tion. She 
was organ- 
ist and 
choir direc- 
tor at St. 
George’s 
Orthodox 
Church in 
Lawrence, 
from 1946 to 
2014 +~when 
she retired 
from that position. 

During her career in 
Wilmington, she directed 
and performed many 
original works. Her life 
was devoted to family, 
church, music, and her 
work with children and 
youth. 

For several years she 
worked on the _ scho- 
larship committee of 
the American Lebanese 
Awareness Association 
(ALAA) and was named 
Woman of the Year in the 
early 2000 by that organ- 
ization. 

Kalil and her teachings 
had an impact on her 
many students over the 
years, as one of the trib- 
utes on her obituary 
reads: 


“Miss Kalil was my 
music teacher during my 
high school years ‘way 
back’ in the late 50’s. I’ve 
always loved music, of all 
kinds — perhaps her love 
of music was contagious. 
She was a 
truly a fine 
person and 
a wonderful 
teacher. My 
thoughts of 
her all these 
years are 
fond memo- 
ries and ad- 
miration for 
her  devo- 
tion to her 
students. 
God _ bless

grapes/wine, maple sy- 
rup, as well as the orna- 
mental nursery industry. 

It is thought the insect 
arrived in a shipment of 
stone from Asia. It is na- 
tive to China, India, Ko- 
rea and Vietnam. 

Residents are urged to 
be on the lookout for any 
indication of the eggs or 
adults, especially in any 
nursery or ornamental 
products shipped from 
out of state. The spotted 
lanternfly was intro- 
duced. accidentally in 
Pennsylvania in 2014 and 
since that time has made 
its way to Eastern states 
through a variety of ship- 
ped nursery garden pro- 
ducts. 

The insect appears to 
attack grape vines, apple 


trees, maple, pine, birch, 
willow and plum and 
more than 100 plants, ac- 
cording to the Massachu- 
setts Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

The state has an online 
reporting tool and infor- 
mative photographs to 
confirm what you may 
notice is either an egg 
mass or adult insects. 

So far, according to 
MDAR, “there are known 
introductions of SLF in 
Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, and West Vir- 
ginia.*

Wipe up spilled grease so 
it won’t catch fire. 

Dress for success. 
Loose sleeves and cloth- 
ing can catch fire. In- 
stead, wear clothes with 
short sleeves, or roll them 
up. In the NFPA study, 
clothes catching on fire 
was a key factor in 14% of 
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deaths caused by home 
cooking fires. 

Be ready to act fast. 
When you cook, keep a 
cookie sheet or large pan 
lid nearby. If there is a 
pan fire, you can quickly 
cover the pan and put out 
the flames. Then turn off 
the heat and leave the 
pan covered until it cools. 
Never try to move a burn- 
ing pan, as that can 
spread the flames. 

Create a kid-free zone. 
Aim to keep children at 
least three feet away 
from any area where 
you’re cooking. And 
never hold a child while 
you’re cooking or moving 
around hot liquids or 
foods. Be especially care- 
ful during the holidays. 
The NFPA reports that 
the peak days for home 
cooking fires last year 
were Thanksgiving and 
Christmas - times when 
family tends to gather 
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around the kitchen. 

Don’t leave. This one 
sounds obvious, but unat- 
tended cooking was cited 
as the leading cause of 
cooking fires and injuries 
in the NFPA study. Stay 
in the kitchen and keep 
an eye on what you fry, 
broil and grill. If you 
need to leave the kitchen, 
turn the stove top OFF. 
When you are roasting, 
simmering or _ baking 
food, stay at home and 
check it often. Set a 
timer to remind you to 
check the food while it is 
cooking. 

By following these tips 
for fire safety in the 
kitchen, we can all help 
save people and property 
from the leading cause of 
home fires - cooking. For 
more information on 
proven cooking fire pre- 
vention solutions from Pi- 
oneering Technology visit 
PioneeringTech.com.
